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The Deceiver “Alcohol” 


By F. R. Harraweed 


“Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging: and whoso- 
ever is deceived thereby is 
not wise,” Prov. 20:1. 


ANY OF US like to think of the 
drunk in the gutter as being the 
one who has been deceived and played 
the fool, but let us take a fair retrospec- 
tive view of the facts in the case of 
alcohol. We do not question the fact 
that fire will burn and water will drown, 
and knowing this to be true, we arrange 
our fire escapes and pay our trained and 
efficient firemen, but we do not burn 
the building to slide down the escape or 
to hear the siren of the fire engine. 
Neither do we spend millions in the flood 
control plans then open the gates of the 
rivers to see the destructive forces of 
the waters as they sweep through un- 
protected towns and countries. 

The words of our text were penned 
centuries ago, when the fermented wines 
of the East were not as strong as those 
of today, therefore all that is said in the 
Bible against the evil of drunkenness 
applies with much increased force to the 
liquor question of today. And while many 
assume the attitude that we are to preach 
the gospel and let the world run its own 
business, yet we are face to face with 
the facts, and it is your business when 
the liquor crowd has deceived every cit- 
izen of the United States in the false 


promises since the repeal of the Eight- 


eenth Amendment. 


I. HAVE WE BEEN DECEIVED 
IN POLITICS? 


Do you remember when the winning 
candidate in the presidential election in 
1932, realizing that no one who has the 
least respect wanted the old saloon with 
its demoralizing influence back again, 
said, “By no possibility at any time, or 
under any conditions at any place, or 
under any circumstances, shall that in- 
stitution, the saloon, or its equivalent, 
be allowed to return to the American 
life”? The facts are that we now have 
more than 400,000 taprooms and saloons 
with the brass rails, with 300,000 other 
establishments legalized to sell liquor, or 
four times as many as we had before pro- 
hibition. We now have two taverns to 
every church, three taverns to every 
school, one tavern to every seventy-five 
families, one tavern to every fifty-one 
youths between the ages of sixteen and 
twenty-four, according to the American 
Business Men’s Research Foundation. 
Yes, we have been deceived, and while 
respectable people would shun the old sa- 
loon, now it is hard to find a restaurant

where you can take your wife or daugh- 
ter for a meal where legalized liquor is 
not sold. 


We were told that we could drink our 
way to prosperity. Have we been de- 
ceived? Figures prove so. Take a look at 
the national debt. Margaret L. Palmer, 
Associate General Secretary, Texas 
Youth’s Temperance Council, in an ac- 
ticle in the current issue of Signs of the 
Times, says, ““America will need to curb 
every useless expenditure if it wins this 
war. Translating the nation’s $9,000,000 
daily liquor bill into defense budgets for 
guns or for bread to feed war’s hungry 
victims instead of being used to buy 
‘hangovers,’ each day’s drink bill would 
do one of the following: Feed one mil- 
lion Chinese refugee children for nine 
months, feed most of Europe’s famine- 
threatened peoples, pay for 180 bombers 
at $50,000 each, almost pay for a destroy- 
er, pay for one or more submarines, com- 
pletely train some 600 military pilots at 
$15,000 each, manufacture 180,000 
Garand rifles at $50 each.” 


America spent last year approximately 
public education 
while in the same time we spent about 
$3,300,000,000 for liquor, or we spent 
about $800,000,000 more for that which 
will make fools out of our youth than 
we did to educate them. We were told 
that we would pension the aged with the 
revenue. Have we? Our records do not 


prove so. We are having to spend tax 
money received from other sources to 
pay for the crime bill. Liquor revenue is 
not enough. 


We have been told by a FEW wet 
congressmen that the soldiers want their 
beer and wines. Do they? 


On January 8, General Emmons, in a 
press conference at Fort Shafter, accord- 
ing to the Honolulu Advertiser, January 
9, 1942, said: “General Short did a very 
fine thing in declaring Honolulu dry,” 
and gave reasons why the Army consid- 
ers it unwise to slake Honolulu’s five 
weeks’ thirst now. “The labor leaders 
don’t want liquor sold. The ministers 
don’t want it. The working man doesn’t 
want it. The Army admits the present 
rule is good.” In fact, the General said 
he found “that nobody really seriously 
wanted liquor back again.” 


Thousands of our boys in camp have 
expressed themselves as not wanting li- 
quor. One is made to wonder why the 
beer dealers are allowed to run their bus- 
iness and promote drinking as they do in 
the Army camps. In Framingham, Mass., 
according to the Framingham News of 
August 24, 1942, the soldiers were to be 
entertained with a boxing show, “with 
a case of beer offered to the company en- 
tering the largest number of fighters.” 
Can you picture that true American 
father and mother as they buy bonds 
and stamps and give their boys to the 
service, then go to their church and bow 
at an altar and pray for God to keep 
that boy just as pure as he has been 
raised, while the liquor lords throw their 
beer parties to make a slave of that boy 
as long as he lives? 


Again we have been told that liquor 
is helpful while on the battle front. Is 
that true? Not according to George A. 
Skinner, M.D., who has served as an 
Army surgeon for almost half a century. 
He says in “ARMIES CAN’T RUN ON 
ALCOHOL,” in Signs of the Times: 
“Through generations, alcohol has been 
classed as a stimulant, and only after 
careful study and experiment has its real 
action been demonstrated. While there 
appears to be a stimulating or ‘lifting’ 
effect soon after its use, this is not due 
to stimulation, but to depression, or to 
a breaking effect on the governor, so 
that the machine is released from its 
usual controls (inhibitions). The face 
flushes because the small vessels are no 
longer held in check, and consequently 
dilate. The heart speeds up because the 
governor is not in control.”

Transportation Crisis 


Difficulties in transportation threaten 
to cause a crisis among rural churches 
of Missouri.

Jehovah’s Witnesses Win 


A ruling handed by a three-judge 
federal court at Charleston, W. Va., 
“enjoined the West Virginia Board of 
Education from requiring the flag salute 
of children of the Jehovah’s Witnesses 
and all others having conscientious re- 
ligious scruples against saluting the 
flag.” This is a contradictory ruling to 
that handed down by the U. S. Supreme 
Court in a similar case. It was held by 
Judge Parker that the salution of the 
flag was in violation of religious liberty 
as upheld by the constitution. It is quite 
true that the constitution guarantees re- 
ligious liberty. It is, however, equally 
queer that professed Christians of any 
faith or order, who would refuse to rec- 
ognize or salute the emblem of such 
liberty or freedom of conscience, do not 
appreciate such freedom. Certainly there 
is nothing involved in the salute of the 
American flag that would defile the con- 
science toward God.

Dreadful Conflict 


Plans by the U. S. for an army of 7,- 
500,000 by the end of 1943 are under 
way. Secretary of War Henry L. Stim- 
son and Gen. George C. Marshall, army 
chief of staff, estimate that the air force

All that is known of the British 
army is that it totals several million 
men. A probable estimate of the British 
and empire air forces is from 1,400,000 
to 2,000,000 men. The military strength 
of Japan is very speculative, but placed 
at 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 men, Italy, at 
probably 5,000,000 men. Here we have 
around 50,000,000 men under arms. 
When this terrible conflict can and will 
end is one of the Lord’s secrets. Certain- 
ly not soon. These are days fraught with 
tragic forebodings, and when the saint 
of God needs above all else to give him 
or herself to prevailing prayer. 


British Press Opposes Chaining 
Nazi Prisoners 





The religious press in Britain is show- 
ing concern over the British govern- 
ment’s decision to chain German pris- 
oners of war. Both Protestant and Cath- 
olic churchmen have raised their voices 
against such methods. The Universe 
(Catholic) asserted that there is “no 
weakness in refusing to imitate German 
barbarity.” The Christian World (Pro- 
testant) says, “It is wrong as well as 
futile to imitate the Nazis in the naus- 
eous policy.” The Church of England 
newspaper declared that Britain “stands 
no chance of winning in competition 
with the Germans to outdo one another 
in barbarity.” Unfortunate and unmerci- 
ful are such tactics by both one and the 
other. 


Christian Jewish Union 


The Canadian Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews was formed at Winnipeg, 
Man., October 15, under the leadership 
of Dr. E. Crossley Hunter. This move 
was endorsed by Protestant and Cath- 
olic representatives. “Each member loyal 
to his own conscience” was apparently 
the prevailing tone. The purpose of the 
conference is in part to present a “united 
vo:ce for protests against Anti-Semitism 
or religious prejudices.” It will arrange 
university seminars and promotes good- 
will through teams of Protestant, Cath- 
olic and Jewish speakers; one each will, in 
teams of three, address gatherings for 
the purpose of uprooting prejudices 
wherever found.

Speaking before representatives of 
thirteen Protestant denominations at the 
Ninth Annual Convention of the Massa- 
chusetts Council of Churches, Dr. Ade- 


laide T. Case, professor of Christian Ed- 
ucation at Episcopal Theological School, 
Cambridge, said, “Christianity must be 
the most revolutionary force in the world, 
not the most conservative.” This is 
quite true. If we are to have a heavenly 
kingdom as the Scriptures teach, then it 
can come but by revolution of heart 
and conscience. Of the Church can it 
alone be said, “These that have turned 
the world upside down have come hither 
also.” Said she, “The Christian Church 
is the international, inter-racial fellow- 
ship which has maintained its essential 
integrity in spite of the animosities and 
conflicts of recent years.”

is Liquor Respectable? 


Reference is made by Fred L. Rose- 
mond, attorney, writing in Moody 
Monthly relative to “financial publica- 
tions at hand containing figures for one 
distilling company, showing a working 
capital of fifty million dollars, outstand- 
ing stock valued at forty million and 
more, and announcing a large additional 
stock for its expanding business. He 
makes mention of another liquor corpor- 
ation having a dozen distilling plants 
that did almost $100,000,000 of busi- 
ness last year, showing a gain of one- 
fifth over 1940, and the original writer 
comments that “the liquor business to- 
day is on a solid footing in every respect 
and is highly respectable.” Whoever 
heard of such ridiculous argument, that 
the liquor business was a “respectable” 
business! That which destroys manhood, 
respect for home, parents and loved ones, 
and defames, debauches and destroys and 
finally damns the soul, never has nor 
will it ever be “respectable.” 
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The Dying Flame

if IS NOT the aim of this writing to 
enter the controversy concerning the 
parable of the ten virgins, but simply to 
teach, if possibie, a timely object lesson. 

The simple words, “Our lamps are go- 
ing out,” are so significant of our day. 
The time of their utterance, immediate- 
ly after the joyful announcement, “Be- 
hold the bridegroom cometh,” and at 
midnight, adds to the significance, force- 
fully. 

Whatever may have been the Lord’s 
purpose of this parable, he described a 
crucial and harrowing experience in the 
story of those foolish virgins who had 
not supplied themselves with sufficient 
oil to provide for their needs through the 
night. Well did he label them foolish. 

Concerning the foolish virgins, is it 
not highly probable that neither they 
themselves nor their comrades had sus- 
pected that they were foolish before this 
critical midnight hour? Both the wise 
and the foolish had traveled in the same 
company, and from outward appearance 
an observer would have detected little 
difference. There is no indication from 
the record that they were ignorant. 
When they awoke, along with the others, 
and trimmed their lights, it was they 
who confessed, “Our lamps are going 
out,” and cried for oil. They knew their 
need was oil and were aware of the grav- 
ity of their situation. They were foolish 
because they had taken an unwarranted 
risk. They had deliberately taken a 
hazardous venture, had gone into a crisis 
without oil—indispensable oil. It was a 
crucial experience. 

A CRUCIAL TIME 

It was also a crucial time—midnight, 
a crisis. One might get along comfort- 
ably without oil or light at noon, or any 
part of the day, but it is a vexatious dis- 
appointment to have the light go out 
at midnight. What a time to discover 
that the oil is out, or to set out in search 
of it. Neighbors and friends may be ut- 
terly unaware of our scarcity of oil in 
the day of grace and blessing, but our 
own alarming cries, together with the 
faint flicker of a dying flame, will tell 
its own sad story at the midnight hour. 

There is but one decisive thing for 
such an hour. That is light, and light 
necessitates oil. There was no_ useless 
prattle about the kinds of lamps. What 
mattered whether they were common 
lanterns or costly chandeliers? Ritual, 
ceremony, denominationalism will not 
matter at midnight. There will then be 
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only one requisite, “Give us oil.” Oil 
must be provided for that time. So give 
us oil now! 

Whatever the word “oil” may imply 
in this parable, everyone can see that it 
is the principal and imperative thing. 
How different this story might have 
been if all had been well supplied with 
the precious oil. Said James Whitcomb 
Riley, 

“Of all sad words of tongue or pen, 

The saddeth these—It might have 

been.” 
And if oil was the determining factor as 
to whether the virgins were admitted or 
debarred from the marriage, it is worth 
our effort to try to ascertain its mean- 
ing, and to keep a supply of it in our 
vessels. 
AN ANOINTING 

Oil is the thing that keeps the lamp 
burning. Every Christian knows that is 
the Holy Ghost. In Hebrews 1:9 we dis- 
cover that Jesus was “anointed * * * 
with the oil of gladness.” When He en- 
tered officially upon His ministry He 
went into the synagogue, took the Book 
of Isaiah and publicly read the follow- 
ing: “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel” (Luke 4:18). He did not 
presumptuously enter His ministry with- 
out the Spirit of the Lord, the Holy 
Ghost. The word “anoint” indicates oil. 
If it be objected that anointing is ex- 
ternal, let us answer that that anointing 
of the Holy Ghost is so profuse and so 
abundant that it also “fills.” Notice 
that the Holy Ghost at Pentecost came 
down and filled the house first, but. the 
record states, “They were all filled.” 
The Holy Ghost descended upon Jesus 
in the shape of a dove, but who would 
deny that He was also filled with the 
Holy Ghost? John wrote, “Ye have an 
unction from the Holy One.” Unction 
means anointing. It is therefore the holy 
oil that keeps the lamp aglow. May we 
never be without it. 

By way of application let us take a 
look at the present picture to see whether 
we be wise or foolish, We have the 


.church, the lamp, and from a standpoint 


of numbers the nominal church is strong- 
er and richer than ever before, doing big 
things, breaking all records, raising 
money and packing the church with un- 
regenerates. Jumboism describes it. Cold 
hearts in the church have reduced the 
spiritual temperature to lukewarm. The 
influence of the godless within has caused 
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“Our lamps are going 
out,” Matt. 25:8.

the church generally to fall asleep, ob- 
livious of the lack- of oil and unalarmed 
about the rapidly approaching midnight. 
The love of many has waxed cold. Par- 
adoxical as it seems, these are the suc- 
cessors of the church that once “turned 
the world upside down.” 
LAST DAYS 

Surely this condition compares with 
the prophetic picture of the last days. 
“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that 
in the latter times some shall depart from 
the faith” (1 Tim. 4:1). “This know 
also that in the last days perilous times 
shall come. For men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, covetous, boasters, 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient to par- 
ents, unthankful, unholy, without natur- 
al affection, trucebreakers, false accus- 
ers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good, traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God.” But is it not significant 
that the church should have so fallen in- 
to apostasy that at last she has provided 
room for the unholy mob described in 
these verses? The following verse makes 
it quite clear that this catalog of rene- 
gades have found refuge in the church, 
but not in the faith, “having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power there- 
of” (2 Tim. 3:1-5). 

Can we not recognize the tremendous 
falling away which shall usher in the 
man of sin? The dying-flame experience 
will prepare the way for him. The great 
compromise among so~* many hitherto 
spiritual peoples is the story of a dying 
flame. 

Pessimistic? Yes, but it is the Bible 
picture of the last days. Does it not look 
like a recent snapshot of the world to- 
day? The spirit of the age, like that of 
every dying age, is to deny the worst, and 
to predict fair weather while a visible 
storm is in the offing. It is the Spirit- 
less Laodiceans who cry, “I am rich and 
increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing” (Rev. 3:17). But they know 
not that they are wretched, miserable, 
poor, blind, and naked. Let us not pre- 
tend, through a false loyalty, that all 
is well. The night is upon us and the 
worldward view will continue to grow 
darker. 

It is not our thought to deny that 
many precious souls are .today full of 
the Spirit and have lamps that are burn- 
ing brightly. The idea -is to show that 
someone’s light has gone out, and _ it is 
near midnight. Someone has lost. the

Organization of B. T. S. 


As early as the Sixth Annual Assem- 
bly, which convened in January, 1911, 
the subject of a Bible School was con- 
sidered. The need of a school was seen 
more and. more, but because the church 
was so small it seemed that nothing 
could. be done about a Bible School. 
Finally, at the Thirteenth Annual As- 
sembly in November, 1917, after much 


deliberation, a committee was appointed 


to act definitely on the matter of organ- 
izing a school. As a result, on January 
1, 1918, the first term of the Bible 
Training School was opened in the coun- 
cil chamber of the Evangel Office build- 
ing, Cleveland, Tenn., under the leader- 
ship of the General Overseer, A. J. 
Tomlinson. It was primarily designed as 
a school for Christian workers. The 
first term had an enrollment of six 
students; the second term, eight; the 
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school has emphasized the importance of 





fifth term, thirty-two; and each year 
there has been an increase until the 
present term we have a record enroll- 
ment of 230, of which sixty-three are 
enrolled as Christian workers. How- 
ever, many students enrolled in other de- 
partments are availing themselves of 
some Bible subjects. 


Young men and women, interested in 
gospel work, have felt it their duty and 
privilege, from the opening of the first 
term in 1918 up to the present, to as- 
semble with others from different sec- 
tions of the country for the purpose of 
concentrating their minds on a sys- 
tematic study of God’s Word. 


After the fourth term of Bible School 
the new auditorium in Cleveland, which 
had been built to accommodate the An- 
nual Assemblies, was used by the Bible 
School. In the winter of 1936-37, a 
large, two-story brick dormitory was 
built at Cleveland for the girls. Then, 
in the summer of 1938, the Church of 
God purchased the Murphy Collegiate 
Institute at Sevierville, Tennessee, for 
a new home for the Church of God Bi- 
ble Training School. The buildings in- 
clude two spacious dormitories situated 
on either side of the administration 
building, and the president’s home. The 
last and greatest improvement has been 
the erection in 1941-42 of a large, prac-

tical brick building which houses on the 
first floor a beautiful cafeteria; on the 
second, classrooms; on the third, an audi- 
torium modern in every detail; and 
around the balcony, twenty-six music 
studios. 


Development of the Music Dept. 


Since the beginning of its history, this

We have had a good many inquiries 
concerning our mission work and the 
Mission Board desires to get information 
on all phases of this work to the public, 
as we are delighted with the progress it 
is making, both spiritually and finan- 
cially. Therefore, we are getting out a

giving the number of workers, both 
foreign and native, in the different mis- 
sion fields, the number of converts over 
the past few years as nearly as we can 
ascertain, the complete history of our 
mission work from its earliest existence 
with statistical reports compiled for the 
last twenty-five or thirty years, prob- 
ably longer, and other valuable informa- 
tion. This book has been delayed some 
because we are waiting for some of the 
latest information from the foreign 
fields. It will be a few weeks yet before 
we get it out. When we do, you will hear 
from it through your state overseer. We 
are going to put the price down where 
every person will be able to own one. 
Watch for the announcement in the 
Evangel. 


In checking up on the budget set by 
the Mission Board for this year, I see 
that we are going to find our

before the year is out unless the state 
overseers send the one-half of their dis- 
trict mission offerings to headquarters 
promptly. We will appreciate your co- 
operation in this matter. The records 
show that our mission balance was be- 
low $600 on March 31, 1942, (except 
the Emergency Fund). After that the 
district convention offerings started 
coming in to give it a boost. Then the 
state convention offerings were so good 
until the Board thought we could get by 
until the Assembly this year on the one- 
half of five per cent and one-half of 
district offerings that come to headquar- 
ters, and keep all of the state convention 
mission offerings until the General As- 
sembly and have a real mission offering 
when they are all put together. How- 
ever, our budget is larger for 1942-43 
than it was for 1941-42. The many open 
doors and earnest pleas for the full gos- 
pel from the Latin-American countries 
are largely responsible for this increase.

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DOWN MEXICO WAY WITH 
THE ARCHERS 


About twelve years ago there came to 


Mexico an Americanized Mexican, well. 


educated, a good preacher with a faith 
in God to heal the sick. He drew huge 
crowds, especially in the distant country 
Pueblas. Among his converts were three 
of our present preachers, David and Ru- 
ben Arcos and Hilario Negrete. This 
minister carried a large retinue of helpers 
with him, including the above named. 
Perhaps because his expenses were very 
large and the offerings small, perhaps 
because so many hundreds of poor peo- 
ple came for healing who had no faith 
to be healed, or possibly for some other 
reason, this minister began selling med- 
icine to those who had no faith for heal- 
ing. Naturally he backslid. He is still 
selling medicine in the obscure far 
reaches of Mexico, and we have been in- 
formed recently that he is trying to get 
back to God. 

But his work goes on. Hilario Negrete 
was dropped out of the party when it 
moved to a new section and was left to 
pastor the works that had been estab- 
lished. His experiences of persecution, 
jails, threats on his life, etc., make a story 
in themselves. But the point of this story 
is that Brother Negrete remained true in 
faith and doctrine. 

About five years ago he came to Mex- 
ico City as pastor of a work this same 
minister had started. Today he has a 
nice church. He has had many offers to 
join various groups but always he has 
remained independent. A number of 
ministers have gone out from his church 
to preach the gospel. 

One year ago April, when we were 
having our last congress under the old 
arrangement in Mexico, he said to me, 
“Brother Archer, I know too much 
about this leader to join with him, but 
if you folks separate and start the work 
of The Church of God in Mexico, I want 
to be the first to join with you.” He 
was. Though he had refused other offers, 
God had spoken to his heart and he be- 
came our first pastor in Southern Mex- 
ico. He has a clear reputation and his 
influence brought other churches to us. 


Today he is our overseer for the Fed- 
eral District and the State of Puebla. He 
is enthusiastic for the organization work 
and is gradually learning the value and 
meaning of cooperation. He is another 
of God’s miraculous gifts to the organ- 
ization of The Church of God in 





Mexico. 

God has given us many other pastors, 
but these four of whom I have written 
are God’s primary gifts to the work in 
Mexico. Others will join us and leaders 
will arise from among our present splen- 
did group of students, some of whom 
can already preach better than most of 
our older preachers. Then too, we have 
some splendid leadership in the making 
among our yuunger ministers who are 
now actively in the work. 


GOD IS OUR HELP 


Precious Readers, my heart is moved 
with gratitude to God the Father through 
Jesus Christ our Lord for His benefits 
in helping us, the people of Clifton. It 
is of a truth that David said in Psa. 
124:8, “Our help is in the name of the 
Lord, who made heaven and earth.” Our 
church was organized the fourth of 
April, 1938, at 3 White Hall Lane with 
twenty-two members. In 1939 we start- 
ed a building. It was not suitable to the 
building authorities and we had to take 
it down. We then made two temporary 
sheds—one after the other—just a mere 
cover over our heads. After worshipping 
in these sheds for about six months, they 
also had to be taken down and we were 
just in the open air. We were almost 
discouraged but we can say, “Thank God 
for Jesus.” 

During this time there was not a di- 
rect worker for this church so the Lord 
just used me ‘as the worker. From 1938 
to 1942 we had the increase of twenty 
which made a total of forty-two. Eight 
left our company, which brings the to- 
tal to thirty-four. Then we went on en- 
couraging one another, not knowing 
where God was sending help from, but, 
praise God, in November, 1940, God sent 
us a new overseer. His name was Broth- 
er J. B. Camp. At his coming we had 
taken down our last temporary shed and 
had a plan in the building authority’s 
office, not having enough money but 
were trying our best to erect a building 
of their approval, but it was opposed by 
the neighbors around. Because of the op- 
position we received a letter from the 
building authorities to attend a meeting 
of the committee, where we would be 
able to give the cause of having our 
building erected. Thank God for help. 
Rev. J. B. Camp, though strange but 
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We receive many requests for 
the salvation of relatives, loved 
ones, and friends, also for urgent 
unspoken requests. There are so 
many of these it is impossible to 
publish them, but we ask that all 
take them to heart and earnestly 
pray that the Lord will answer 
prayer in their behalf. In order for 
requests to be published they must 
be signed.

He was a 
real overseer the one year he spent with 
us. Some say he is precious but what I 
can say with my eight years’ experience 
in the Church of God is, he is right in, 
right out, right up, right down Church 
of God material. 

We are now in the building, praise 
God, and have a dear man of God as our 
pastor, Rev. W. F. Evering, and his wife. 
They are loving, kind and gentle. They 
were just the people we wanted. Praise 
God for them. 

Our first convention was held May 
10-12, 1942. This was one of the best 
conventions we have ever had in this 
island. God surely blessed us. Overseer 
S. M. Pearson, and his wife, were present 
and they both delivered some wonder- 
ful messages, also other ministers who 
were present. We had fifty converts, 
one filled with the Holy Ghost and five 


added to the church. For the first six ° 


months our present pastor has been in 
charge of this church we had an in- 
crease of eighteen members, which 
makes a total of fifty-two, and souls 
are still coming in. There is great suc- 
cess in this church. Then we remember 
the words of David, “I will look unto 
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the hill from whence cometh our help. 
Our help cometh from the Lord. Please 
pray that God will continue to bless us.

and instrumental music were taught. 
An added feature of the school, which 
was a great success that term, was a mu- 
sic normal enrolling both local and reg- 
ular students. Rapid progress has been 
made since that term to the present, and 
many excellent singers and musicians 
have been turned out each year to bless 
the world. 

At present, lessons are given in piano, 
accordion, voice, and stringed instru- 
ments. There are also courses in theory, 
sight singing, harmony, and music his- 
tory and appreciation. The school has 
fourteen new pianos in addition to the 
old ones already on hand. There are four 
piano and two instrumental teachers 
giving in all approximately 192 lessons 
each week. 


Commercial Department 
The commercial department was found- 
ed in October, 1932, under the direction 
of Brother J. H. Walker, who was then 
Superintendent of Education. Originally 
there were only three classes taught by 
one individual; today there are fourteen 
classes taught by three individuals. 
Students from this department of the 
Bible Training School are witnessing for 
Christ in almost every phase of the busi- 
ness world—some are in lawyers’ offices, 
some in dentists’ or doctors’ offices, oth- 
ers keeping books at stores or factories, 
some in agricultural agents’ offices, some 
in government camps, and several are 
working for the government in Washing- 
ton, D. C. Almost every state in the 
Union has been reached through this de- 
partment and the majority of students 
who have gone out from it are working 
for their Creator as well as their employer. 
Many ministerial students have been bene- 
fited by the commercial course taken at 
this school. 
High School Department 
The first term of high school in the 
Bible Training School began in the fall 
of 1934. There were three reasons for the 
opening of a high school department. 
First, it was opened to give adults, 
who had been deprived of that privilege 
in their youth, the opportunity of com- 
pleting high school. Second, it was opened 
to give boys and girls the opportunity to 
be in a Christian environment while at- 
tending high school. Third, it was opened 
to give to those interested in Bible and 
music subjects a chance to receive such 
training along with their high school edu- 
cation. God blessed in the first term of 
high school and is still blessing in the pres- 
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ent term. There were only about twenty- 
five students in that first term, but now 
there are 118 enrolled in the high school 
department. 


The College Department 


The college department of the Bible 
Training School grew out of the realiza- 
tion of the need for a higher course of 
learning. The President of the school, 
Zeno C. Tharp, the officials, and laity of 
the Church worked faithfully toward 
this end and the fall of 1941 marked the 
first term in the history of the college de- 
partment. With an enrollment of twenty- 
one, it began its first year by offering a 
regular college course. Young men and 
women who have finished high school and 
desire a college education come here and 
receive that training under the instruction 
of Spirit-filled teachers. They are trained 
to face life and meet its issues, but they 
are also taught the principles of Christian 
living and the importance of personal re- 
lationship with God. This year new teach- 
ers have been added to the staff to in- 
crease the number of courses to meet the 
demands of the students. We now have 
a varied program; our college department 
has made a big step forward this year. 


Looking Into the Future 


Today as it stands towering above the 
little town of Sevierville and looking 
across into the distance where the Great 
Smokies form ridges and mountains of 
blue haze, the Bible Training School is 
a source of inspiration. Upon entering the 
rolling campus one feels himself being 
drawn into the beautiful picture. The fine 
buildings before him suddenly seem to 
throw out a feeling of warmth and wel- 
come. Hidden behind the walls of these 
buildings are students from all over the 
nation, seeking a higher plane of living, a 
greater understanding, and something 
that will place more faith, confidence and 
hope within them. Yes, they are there 
striving to attain their ambitions. Not 
only are they filled with this desire, but 
those who are instructing them have the 
vision also. 

As we observe this wonderful institu- 
tion with its many activities and far- 
reaching influence, we are prone to peer 
into the future and vision this institution 
of tomorrow. Dotted over the landscape 
we see many shrubs of rare beauty and 
magnificent buildings accommodating 
many hundreds of students from all over 
the universe. As other institutions have 
risen to great heights of learning, so will 
this one. It will rise, not only in learning, 
but in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, for it was founded upon this 
Rock. It shall ever uplift the blood- 
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stained banner of redemption and send 
forth conquering men and women 
throughout the world. 

As the world seems to rock on its foun- 
dation today from the terrific struggles 
that are taking place, there shall be a 
greater need than we have ever known to 
re-establish faith and hope in the youth 
of the world. The Church of God College 
will strive to meet that need.
